Welcome  to  our  75TH  NUMISMATIC  COMMENTARY  and  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE.  It  is  appropriate  albeit  largely  fortuitous  that  for 
this  seventy-fifth  auction  we  are  able  to  present  to  you  a lovely  collection  of  the  gold,  silver,  and  copper  coinage  and  patterns  of  the  United  States. 

We  are  pleased  to  offer  the  U.  S.  portion  of  the  collection  formed  by  the  late  John  M.  Willem,  author  of  "The  Trade  Dollar,  America's  Only 
Unwanted,  Unhonored  Coin".  Mr.  Willem,  a close  friend  and  valued  client  of  our  firm  since  my  own  childhood,  always  had  a discerning  eye  for 
quality  in  his  numismatic  and  philatelic  acquisitions.  Even  more,  he  had  a deep  interest  in  the  history  and  legislation  behind  the  various  issues 
of  coins  and  stamps  of  various  countries. 

This  is,  in  fact,  the  ninth  substantial  group  of  numismatic  holdings  of  the  Willem  collection  which  we  have  sold  over  the  past  decade.  A 
final  portion  - the  coinage  of  the  West  Indies  - will  be  offered  in  our  next  sale  at  the  New  York  International  Convention  in  December. 

We  have  disposed  of  John  Willem's  notable  numismatic  library  in  two  auction  sales.  At  the  1977  C.O.I.N.  Auction  we  offered  his  handsome 
Mexican  and  Spanish  American  collection.  At  the  New  York  International  Auction  in  1975  we  sold  his  choice  collection  of  foreign  Trade  Dollars  - 
The  Emden  Trade  Piastre,  the  Amsterdam  1601  set,  the  Portcullis  set,  etc.  While,  at  times,  Mr.  Willem  would  purchase  a coin  which  my  father 
described  as  "Brilliant  EF,  nearly  as  it  left  the  mint",  from  most  dealers  Mr.  Willem  insisted  that  the  coins  legitimately  be  described  as,  at  least, 
Uncirculated. 

This  U.  S.  Collection  is  not  particularly  large  - it  is  certainly  no  Garrett  Collection  --  but  there  any  disparagement  ends,  for  it  is  a superb 
grouping  of  coins.  The  early  U.  S.  silver  type  coins  are  rather  breathtaking.  The  1 795  Half  Dollar  is  a lovely  UNC,  but  the  1 795  Half  Dime  is  a 
prooflike  toned  gem,  and  the  1795  dollar  is  out  of  this  world.  The  same  holds  true  for  other  issues  of  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century.  While 
the  selection  is  not  overly  large,  it  is  comprehensive  as  to  type,  and  virtually  every  piece  is  of  museum  quality. 

Among  later  U.  S.  issues,  the  choice  group  of  Morgan  Dollars  and  Peace  Dollars  was  especially  selected  for  blemish-free  fields.  The  choice 
full  set  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  was  selected  from  among  six  full  uncirculated  date  sets,  retaining  only  the  finest.  The  Commemoratives 
follow  the  same  course.  Three  full  BU  sets  were  cherry  picked  by  Mr.  Willem  to  form  a collection  with  which  no  one  could  quibble.  Of  great 
interest  in  this  section  is  the  matched  matte  proof  set  of  Arkansas  Half  Dollars  giving  evidence  that  the  proofs  were  struck  before  the  dies  were 
shipped  to  the  branch  mints.  Of  course  the  1915  Panama  Pacific  slugs  are  always  worthy  of  note.  Though  their  price  may  have  backed  off  a bit 
from  the  crest  reached  in  the  Garrett  sale,  these  superb  specimens  remain  outstanding  showpieces. 

The  sale  closes  with  the  Willem  Reference  Collection  of  U.  S.  Trade  Dollars,  Patterns,  Proofs,  and  Currency  issues  by  die  variety.  No 
comment  need  be  made  here  regarding  this  definitive  collection  — it  speaks  for  itself.  Along  with  his  other  U.  S.  coins,  these  Trade  Dollars  will 
now  find  new  homes  with  those  appreciative  of  John  Willem’s  important  research  on  the  series. 


As  mentioned  previously,  our  next  auction  will  feature  more  international  fare  for  the  New  York  International  Convention  to  be  held  in 
New  York  City  at  the  Sheraton  Centre  Hotel  on  December  12  through  13.  Along  with  the  West  Indian  coinage,  other  consignments  of  Mexican, 
European,  and  Asian  coins  are  now  on  hand,  but  other  collections  and  choice  individual  specimens  can  still  be  accepted  for  this  important  and 
always  well  received  auction.  But  don't  delay  too  long  if  you  are  thinking  of  contacting  us  about  consigning  pieces  to  this  sale;  last  year  we  had 
to  start  turning  December  consignments  away  by  the  beginning  of  August.

Below  is  a unique  offering  of  struck  copies  of  American  Colonial  Coins.  They  have  remained  unpublished  until  this  time  and  most  are  ex- 
tremely rare.  These  pieces  were  formerly  the  property  of  Dr.  Harold  Morrison  Smith  of  Woolwich,  Maine  and  Bordentown,  New  jersey.  Below  are 
pieces  by  John  Bolen  and  pieces  by  Dr.  Edwards  who  purchased  the  Bolen  dies  and  later  made  his  own  attempts  using  resurrected  Bolen  dies,  often 
in  different  metals  and  often  with  repoiished  dies. 

Dr.  Edwards  then  made  his  own  dies  (generally  cast).  Realizing  the  genius  of  Bolen,  Edwards  tried  to  perfect  the  weights,  fabric,  and  edges 
of  his  pieces  and  to  match  the  fineness  of  the  original  alloys.  /4s  Dr.  Edwards'  work  improved  he  made  good  dies  of  the  immune  Columbia  pattern. 
His  masterpieces  were  his  dies  and  planchets  for  the  famous  1 796  Half  Cent  copies. 

The  mintage  figures  listed  below  are  believed  correct  and  are  as  told  to  our  consignor  by  Dr.  Smith.  These  struck  copies  are  highly  prized 
by  colonial  specialists  and  form  both  a fascinating  series  in  their  own  right  and  useful  tools  as  counterfeit  detectors. 

AH  of  these  pieces  are  SOLD  AS  IS  and  with  NO  RETURNS  as  the  cataloguers  have  made  every  effort  to  properly  describe  them  as  struck 
copies  and  list  all  known  information. 


There  are  other  uncatalogued  colonial  copies  by  Dr.  Edwards,  and  we  hope  to  offer  them  at  a future  date.  At  the  present  time  we  have  heard 
that  a monograph  is  being  prepared  to  expand  and  update  Kenney.  This  should  add  a great  deal  of  interest  in  this  highly  specialized  series.

The  coinage  act  of  1873  resulted  in  many  fascinating  changes 
in  our  nation's  coinage,  along  with  the  longest  proof  set  in  our  history. 
The  Trade  Dollar  was  introduced  and  the  Silver  Dollar  suspended.  The 
silver  Trime  and  Half  Dime  and  the  copper  Two  Cent  piece  were  also 
suspended.  The  weights  of  the  Half  Dollar,  Quarter,  and  Dime  were 
increased  slightly,  resulting  in  the  popular  series  with  arrows  of  1873 
and  1874.

The  Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition  was  a joint 
celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the 
rebuilding  of  San  Francisco  after  its  devastating  earthquake 
and  fire.  For  an  event  of  such  importance  it  was  felt  that 
an  issue  of  commemorative  silver  or  small  gold  coins  would 
not  be  enough.  The  authorities  chose  to  issue  a type  of 
coin  associated  with  the  history  of  California  - the  fifty 
dollar  gold  pieces.  These  two  coins  are  the  only  officially 
issued  pieces  of  this  denomination  struck  at  a U.  S.  Mint 
and  with  legal  tender  status,  the  U.  S.  Assay  Office  pieces 
being  semi-official  at  best  and  the  lovely  1877  Half  Unions 
being  patterns.  Only  483  of  the  round  slugs  and  645  of  the 
octagonal  slugs  were  sold , and  certainly  some  of  those  have 
not  survived  the  ensuing  years,  at  least  not  without  acquir- 
ing the  usual  nicks  and  dings  associated  with  such  heavy, 
soft  metal  coins.

We  are  delighted  to  be  able  to  present  to  you  the  following  superb  collection  of  U.  S.  Trade  Dollars  and  pattern  Trade  and  Commercial  Dollars, 
carefully  assembled  over  many  years  by  Mr.  John  M.  Willem,  the  author  of  "THE  UNITED  STATES  TRADE  DOLLAR,  America's  Only  Unwanted, 
Unhonored  Coin".  The  collection  includes  a magnificent  group  of  patterns,  a full  set  of  Proof  Trade  dollars  by  die  variety,  a full  date  and  mintmark 
set  of  mint  state  trade  dollars,  also  by  die  variety,  and  a full  set  of  true  circulating  trade  dollars  ■ those  with  Oriental  Chopmarks.  While  chopmarked 
pieces  have  not  been  particularly  popular  among  collectors,  Mr.  Willem  discovered  during  his  research  that  while  certain  pieces  were  very  difficult  to 
find  without  chopmarks  - nearly  the  entire  mintage  having  gone  overseas,  certain  others  were  very  hard  to  find  with  chopmarks  as  only  a small  percentage 
of  the  issue  was  exported. 

The  collection  does  not  contain  the  1884  or  1885  Trade  Dollars  as  Mr.  Willem  was  never  willing  to  give  house  room  to  those  pieces  which 
he  considered  fantasies  made  for  collectors  at  a later  date. 

Considerable  attention  is  paid  to  the  Type  1 and  Type  2 reverses  on  the  1875  and  1876  issues.  The  type  1 reverse  has  a berry  in  the  eagle's 
claw;  the  type  2 reverse  does  not.  There  are  other  differences  as  well,  but  this  is  a quick  and  easy  to  spot  point  of  reference. 

Note  also  the  many  varieties  of  large  and  small  mintmarks,  never  before  dealt  with  in  such  detail.  We  hope  that  this  presentation  of  these 
pieces  will  stand  as  a fitting,  albeit  small  monument,  to  the  groundbreaking  research  done  by  John  M.  Willem.

Issues  of  the  Russian  Socialist  Federated  Soviet  Republic 

After  the  Bolshevic  Revolution,  one  of  the  new  regime's  idealogical  objectives  was  the  abolition  of  money.  Towards  this  end,  idealogues 
favored  the  printing  of  great  quantities  of  currency  in  an  effort  to  render  it  worthless.  The  ruble  depreciated  at  an  alarming  rate,  but  somewhat 
sounder  heads  in  the  Treasury  were  well  aware  that  some  form  of  circulating  medium  was  a necessity  regardless  of  its  political  ramifications.  Many 
people  still  preferred  the  old  czarist  paper  money  which,  though  unredeemable,  was  more  familiar  and  looked  less  like  Monopoly  Money.

Bond  Coupons 


During  the  revolutionary  and  Civil  War  period  in  Russia  almost  any  imaginable  sort  of  scrap  of  paper  or  cloth  circulated  somewhere  (often  under 
duress)  as  currency.  Bond  coupons  were  a popular  form  of  authorized  issue  for  small  change  notes.  Kardakoff  lists  many  of  these,  but  many  more 
exist.  Kardakoff  also  lists  "Musters"  or  specimens  of  most  of  these  bond  coupons  at  prices  much  lower  than  the  issued  pieces.  This  seems  a bit  odd 
as  these  bond  coupon  specimens  are  seldom  seen  today  while  the  issued  coupons  still  abound.
